WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP).— 
A congressional committee’s in- 
quiry into delayed defense prepa- 
rations at Pearl Harbor produced 
a report today which called on 
the Army for “further explana- 
tion” of what it termed “misman- 
agement” on the part of Col. Theo- 
dore Wyman Jr., and why the con- 
tracts had been awarded to Hans 
Wilhelm Rohl, then a German 
alien although he had been a 
resident of the United States since 
1913. 

The report was highlighted by 
descriptions of yachting parties 
given for Col. Wyman by Rohl, 
who the committee said was 
naturalized only three months be- 
fore the Japanese attack on Pearl 
Harbor. 

Asserting there were unex- 
plained delays in constructian, 
particularly in building an air- 
craft warning system, the report 
said that had the system been 
completed on schedule the attack 
on the Navy base might have been 
robbed of much of its surprise. 

(Some plane sound detectors 
were in operating condition at the 
time of the attack. As disclosed 
jJater, a ataff sergeant operating 
one of them overtime picked up 
the sound of the approaching Jap- 
anese planes, but his warning was 
not heeded by his superior offi- 
cer.) 

In Charge at Time of Attack. 

Col. Wyman, 56 years old and 
a veteran of the last war, was an 
Army engineer officer in charge 
of defense construction in the 
Hawaiian and South Pacific areas 
at the time of the Japanese attack, 
Dec. 7, 1941. He is now overseas. 

(Col. Wyman, then a captain, 
formerly was United States Dis- 
trict Engineer at Kansas City, 
Mo., in charge of all War De- 
partment construction work on 
the Missouri River. In 1942 he 
was awarded the 
Service Medal, the Army’s high- 
est award for noncombat serv- 
ice, for direction of emergency

WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP). 
—The House wrote into the price 
control extension bill by a voice 
vote today an amendment de- 
signed to guarantes parity prices 
for all farm commodities, by pe- 
nalizing processors who do not 
pay parity. 

The proposal, with administra- 
tion support, was approved after 
the administration won a thump- 
ing victory as the House beat 


down, 87 to 191, the Senate-ap- 
proved Bankhead-Brown cotton 
textile amendment’to the bill, 

Offered by Representative Pace 
(Dem.), Georgia, the parity amend- 
ment would require processors ‘to 
pay parity for farm commodities, 
or else they could charge only up 
to 90 per cent of OPA ceiling 
prices for their commodities. 

Cotton would be chiefly affect- 
ed, since it is the only major farm 
commodity now selling below par- 
ity. It is now about 1 cent below 
the 21.08 parity figure. The Bank- 
head amendment was designated 
to increase cotton to parity prices.

CHICAGO, June 14 (AP).—The 
American people are spending too 
much on vitamins, the American 
Medical Association was told yes- 
terday by its new president, Dr. 


Herman L. Kretschmer of Chi- 
‘cago, 

| Estimating that Americans this 
_year will spend about a quarter 
of a billion dollars for vitamins, 
he said: 

“I do not wish to discredit the 
enormous progress that has been 
made in this field, but certainly 
the people of this country are not 
in such a state of malnutrition as 
to require the use of 250 million 
dollars worth of vitamins. 

“The excessive claims made for 
vitamins are beyond any basic 
evidence. One is impressed by the 
close parallelism to the 
medicine’ advertisement 
years ago.” 

Dr. Kretschmer said Americans 
never had enjoyed such good 
health as now. The death rate 
is the lowest in history, except 
for a slight rise last year. 

Dr. Barney M. Kully of Los An- 
geles warned the association 
against nose drops, especially those

which contain sulfa drugs. 

He listed at least 240 compounds, 
including drops, sprays, inhalants 
and ointments now nationally dis- 
tributed for use for colds and sinus 
\troubles. A frequent ingredient is 
a chemical which constricts the 
‘nasal membranes.

\Dr. Kully, gets temporary relief, 
and then is worse off when the 
inevitable dilation of nasal mem- 
branes occurs.

War Production Board has au- 
thorized the production of 25 mil- 
lion center fire cartridges, 6,800,-

lion shotgun shells in the third 
quarter of this year for civilian 
use, Chairman A. Willis Robertson 
of the House Select Committee on 
Conservation of Wildlife Re- 
sources reported today. 

Shortly before the opening of 
the hunting season this fall, said 
Willis, the WPB plans to issue an 
order authorizing dealers to sell 
one box of shotgun shells to each 
hunter. 

“My personal belief,” said Wil- 
lis, “is that there is a possibility 
of more than one box being avail- 
able to each individual hunter be- 
cause many of the young men are 
in the service and many others 
are tied up in war work away 
from home, and therefore there 
will not be 10 million licensed 
hunters in 1944.”

“This,” said Bliss, “is going to 
be good. Do you remember the 
gap we left in our lines just 
around Breville? Well, Jerry's 
found it at last and he’s coming 
through. We have a report of at 
least 600 Panzer grenadiers ad- 
vancing through the woods and 
believe they’re going to try to 
drive through Ranville to break 
our lines and gain the east bank 
of the river. Well, what we are 
going to do to those Jerries 
should make a nice little story 
for you. Look.” 

He pointed along the walls and 
through the orchards, and when 
you looked hard you could see 
British troops everywhere. 

They were well dug in among 
bushes and grass, and only the 
green camouflaged tops of their 
helmets poked above the skyline 
—that and the muzzles of their 
Brens, heavy machine guns and 
Stens. 

Nazis Move In. 

It was just before noon that we 
saw our first Germans. Over on 
the other side of the dropping 
zone you could suddenly see fig- 
ures moving among trees. We 
watched them forming up into 
batches of 10 to 15 men. 

No one fired at them. Only the 
dull boom of artillery from some- 
where away ‘in the distance, and 
the busy hum of fighting planes 
disturbed the placid Saturday 
morning. 

eer after noon the German 
attack began. In those batches of 
10 and 15, spread out over 200 or 
300 yards, the German infantry- 
men came in at a run.‘ They 
moved through the waving corn 
in the black plow-land until they 
reached a line of wrecked gliders. 
Then, they fell on their faces and 
lay there. After a few minutes 
they got up again, ran forward, 
then fell flat again. It went on 
like that for about 400 yards. Still, 

one fired. 

ge oo somewhere in the wood 
now a German mortar gun was 
going into action and its shells 
fell all around us and in the ser- 
ried rows of gravestones in a 
churchyard. Splinters fell among 
us. There were casualties. But 
there was no retaliation. 

Stretcher-bearers wriggied for- 
ward and dragged wounded men 
away, but never showed them- 
selves against the skyline. 

Withering Fire. 

Now the enemy was gaining 
confidence from the _ stillness. 
Smelling no dangér, his loping 
advances were longer, his peri- 
ods flat on the ground of only a 
few seconds duration. He came 
on fast. He kept on coming un- 
til he was about 100 yards away. 
Then at a prearranged signal 
every automatic weapon, every 
rifle in the paratroops’ line opened 
up. It was a roar that set your 
teeth chattering with shock. 

You suddenly saw the Germans 
grimacing wildly, clutching their 
bodies, throwing up their hands, 
then falling by the dozens into 
the corn. They all flung them- 
selves down and the British para- 
troops continued their fire. 

A rain of bullets surged across 
those 100 yards of French farm 
land and battered into the hud- 
dies on the grass. The earth was 
scuffed up in showers of corn 
which went down as if under a 
flail. 

But the Germans weren't beaten 
yet. One of their officers rose to 
his feet and called to his men, 
and those not wounded charged 
once more. This time the para- 
troops held their fire even longer, 
and it was 25 to 30 yards when 
the small arms barrage hit the 
enemy. 

Few Nazis Get Away. 

Fingers squeezed triggers al- 
most simultaneously up and down 
the line.

Armor Smashes 


Communiques: 


at Enemy Flank 


West of Tilly sur Seulles, our 
armor found the enemy flank and 
struck south with great effect. 

Advance patrols of our forces 
have now reached Caumont de- 
spite vigorous reaction on the 
part of the enemy. 

In the sector between Tilly sur 
Seulles and Caen, armored clashes 
continued to take place.

Cities which do not embark on 
a program leading to extensive 
development of air facilities face 
the prospect of deterioration in 
the postwar era, J. Woodall 
Rodgers, Mayor of: Dallas, Tex., 
said today in an address at Hotel 
Statler. 

Speaking before a citizens’ con- 
ference on postwar planning spon- 


sored by the American Planning’ 


and Civic Association, Rodgers 
said that “aviation will determine 
the future trade centers of the 
world and the trend of civilization 
for generations to come.” 

“The fruits of aviation will go 
to those who woo it,” Rodgers con- 
tinued, “and grass widl grow in 
cities that know not its favor or 
its rich embrace.” 

Rodgers described the Dallas 
master plan of 21 airports, four 
to be owned by the city and set up 
as a “master pattern.” Every pro- 
gressive American city, he said, 
should lay out a master aviation 
plan and responsibility for formu- 
lating such a plan is the direct re- 
sponsibility of cities and elected 
public officials. 

In an address at the opening 
session of the three-day meeting, 
Charles Gordon, New York, man- 
aging director of the American 
Transit Association, said the 
growth of the cities, and then de- 
centralization resulting from the 
use of the automobile, caused traf- 
fice conditions which forced munic- 
ipalities to develop a makeshift 
pattern of streets and highways. 

Decentralization does not rem- 
edy the ills of modern cities, he 
said, but merely “spreads the dis- 
eases of congestion, instability

Aur front in France is now 
about 100 miles in length. It is a 
fluctuating front, with the heavi- 
est fighting in progress on its 
eastern, end, around Carentan, 
and in the Cherbourg peninsula. 

A division in an inner position, 
that is, with its flanks protected 
by other troops, may deploy for 
the attack on a front of 4000 
yards or a little more—say two 
and a half miles. Therefore. a 
100-mile front would seem to call 
for 40 divisions. 

Of course this cannot be fig- 
ured out with mathematical pre- 
cision, Deployments will be nar- 
rower in exposed positions, where 
the division has to look out for 
its own flank or flanks, and also 
where great sustained striking 
power is demanded, Deployments 
can be wider in a purely defen- 
sive sector, or where a division 
is moving ahead in country where 
it is not expected to encounter 
strong enemy resistance during 
the day. 


Nazi Strength Analyzed. 

Against these Allied forces the 
Germans are now said to have 
some 15 divisions in line, with 
more coming up. The Germans 
may be outnumbered for the time 
being, but there are signs that 
they are getting more troops into 
the crucial areas, notably the 
Cherbourg peninsula, where strong 
counterattacks have been opened 
against Carentan and Montebourg. 

There is as yet no indication 
that we have faced anything more 
than counterattacks by German 
loca] reserves, and the truth of 
the matter seems to be that the 
Germans have not yet been able 
to do anything except try to plug 
up the holes in their lines as we 
strike our successive blows at 
various parts of the front. But 
as fast as they do this we appear 
to be able to hit them elsewhere, 
which certainly conveys the im- 
pression of superior numbers and 
mobility on our side, at least up 
to the present. ; 

Two examples may serve to 
show how this works out: The 
Germans are making a stout de- 
fense of Caen, and west of Caen 
they threw in a considerable 
amount of armor and infantry in 
the area of Tilly-sur-Seulles re-

U. S. Policy Toward De Gaulle 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Is it not possible that there may be 
very rational reasons for deferring the 
official recognition of De Gaulle—or any 
other French leader or group—as the 
accepted “government” of France? Your 
editorial policy seems to follow the lead 
of several self-assured columnists who, 
in the past on other issues, have often 
been more insistent on the soundness of 
their “inside stuff” than later facts jus. 
tified. 

The very recent change in the Gov- 
ernment in Italy rather knocks the 
props from under their past fears that 
our Government or our military admin- 
istrators of defeated or liberated na- 
tions had a soft spot in their hearts for 
existing or Fascist powers, 

And, instead of much turmoil, the new 
Italian Government, which does not 
even accept allegiance to the King or 
any monarchia! institution, quietly takes 
over. The Fascists are barred from any 
participation, the monarchial-minded 
temporary Premier is out, and the Cabi- 
net seems to be a well-balanced mixture 
of the democratic-minded leaders who 
. carried on opposition in exile and those 
who fought through _the underground 
at home.

Under the conditions of war, is it not 
conceivable that there were sound rea- 
sons, from the standpoint of military 
strategy and thrift of American lives, 
why no advance announcement of this 
ultimately satisfactory policy in Italy 
was shouted from the housetops several 
months ago, as the columnists were de- 
manding? Is it not possible further 
that it took time to appraise the vari- 
ous emphatic Italian groups and their 
leaders and smooth out their differences 
so that something resembling harmony 
and effective government could be ex- 
pected? 

Maybe the reluctance to accept the as- 
sumption that De Gaulle is the spokes- 
man for a unified democratic France 
rests on some personal grudge of 
Roosevelt. But maybe it is something 
more substantial than that. I do not 
know, and neither do you or the colum- 
nists. 

The feeling that the more or less or- 
ganized underground will not co-operate 
with our armed forces unless we imme- 
diately recognize De Gaulle as their un- 
questioned and only leader ig open to 
question. My observation in France dur- 
ing the last war makes me feel that the 
French underground groups as individ- 
uals and small groups will wholeheart- 
edly help any armed force fighting the 
Germans during this critical period when 
they are needed.

Whether the present opinions of the 
columnists are correct, time alone will 
tell. But, is it not possible that Roose- 
velt and the State Department are shap- 
ing their policy on the basis of facts we 
do not have? Is it not equally possible 
that that policy is at the request of Gen. 
Marshall and Gen, Eisenhower, rather 
than a policy crammed down their 
throats by Roosevelt? 

The fact that Churchill seems strong- 
ly favorable to De Gaulle is not final 
proof that political recognition is vital 
or even desirable. He seems to have 
a warm spot in his political heart for 
Franco of Spain and certainly backed 
the wrong horse in Yugoslavia. It is no 
reflection on the sincerity or fighting 
heart of Churchill to wonder whether 
his political views are best suited to the 


—- future or are simply unchangeable habits 


of thought from the past. 
But from the developments in Italy, 


we seem to have little ground for fear . 


that our Government or military admin- 
istration will show any sympathy or 
leaning toward the Fascist elements of 
liberated or defeated nations.

The Electoral College Plot 


Because Americans have failed to insist that 
one section of their Constitution be revised to 
keep up with the actual procedure in the Gov- 
ernment’s functioning, they are now faced with 
the threat of a scheme to defeat the popular will 
in the coming presidential election. 

This scheme grows out of that anachronism of 
American Government, the electoral college, set 
up by the Founding Fathers for election of the 
President, but long ago reduced to uselessness. 

Since, technically speaking, it is not the voters 
but the chosen electors who select the President, 
fourth-term opponents in several Southern states, 
notably Texas, have worked out a devious plot. 

If the platform adopted by the Democratic 
national convention does not contain certain 
planks demanded by these politicians, or if the 
nominations for President and Vice-President do 
not suit them, the electors are to vote for some 
other person than the convention nominee, and 
thus disregard the mandate of the people. Under 
the Constitution, there is no device, save their 
own sense of honor, to prevent such a course by 
the electors. 

The possibility of such a weird happening 
comes about as follows: 

The framers of the Constitution decided against 
direct election of the President by the people. 
Communities were isolated in those days, com- 
munication was slow, and it was feared the 
citizens could not become sufficiently informed 
on the candidates to vote intelligently. 

Hence arose the ingenious plan for indirect 
election, “by judicious persons, specially chosen 
by the people for that purpose,” as James Bryce 
explained it. Outstanding men were to be chosen 
as electors in each state, They were then to meet 
and, from the fullness of their knowledge, agree 
upon a President. It was provided that each 
state have a number of electors corresponding to 
the total of its congressional delegation. 

The plan never was really used. In the first 
two elections, Washington was the unanimous 
choice. By the third election, party lines had 
developed, and the voters were thinking of the 
leading candidates, John Adams and Thomas 
Jefferson, not of the electors. 

In most states, the names of electors were long 
ago dropped from the ballot, for the sake of 
simplification, though they still function in an 
obscure and purely ceremonial way. There is 
no longer any need whatever for the device, since 
the public now is fully enlightened about can- 
didates and issues. 
state units is, of course, still a feasible plan. 
The provision for electoral votes as a handy 
means of tabulation might have been kept, while 
eliminating the electoral college rigamarole, 

Yet, because this deadwood was never removed 
from the Constitution, a thoroughly unscrupulous 
scheme can be concocted for misrepresenting the 
people and causing strife in a wartime election. 

Southern politicians have the privilege of op- 
posing a fourth term if they wish to do so, or of 
repudiating the choice of the party convention. 
The legitimate way to do this is to form their 
own party, as the Theodore Roosevelt faction of 
the Republican party did in 1912, not to depend 
on such a shyster Conspiracy as this. 

It is inconceivable that the plan can succeed. 
Citizens of Southern states will surely demand 
that their votes be counted as they cast them. 
And even shady politicians should find it dif- 
ficult to find men to run as electors for the 
avowed purpose of misusing the election ma- 
chinery. 

Now that this peculiarity of our system has 
been fully brought to light, there should be no 
delay in starting the process of bringing the 
Constitution into accordance with usage. 
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The Finnish Choice 


Finland, Nazi puppet, turned down her chance 
to pay her debt to this nation in American lives.

One of the most colossal financial bubbles in 
recent history was the Central States Electric 
Cerporation, a super-holding company whose 
promoters are accused by the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission of having caused investors 
to lose hundreds of millions of dollars.

In the boom years this corporation produced 
issue after issue of so-called “securities” which 
were put on the market with high-pressure sales- 
manship, and which, by whatever means, ac- 
quired fantastically inflated market values. The 
trustees in charge of the bankrupt estate of this 
corporation reported against an inquiry into the 
conduct of the former management. 

In reversing the District Court ruling against 
an investigation, the appellate court said: “The 
facts here so clearly call for further investiga- 
tion and action that the order appealed from 
should be reversed and remanded for further pro- 
ceedings in accordance with this opinion. 

This case is of extreme interest to the people

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Civil Liberties Are Upheld 


Wartime is too often a period when civil liber- 
ties are restricted, but the United States Supreme 
Court proved in two decisions this week that it 
remains alert to protect the rights of Americans, 
even those who hold unpopular views. 

One case was that of a naturalized German 
whose citizenship had’ been revoked because of 
his association with the Bund afid some state- 
ments that were allegedly pro-Nazi. The other 
case was that of a pamphleteer, convicted on a 
sedition charge because he had criticised the 
President as a war-maker.

In considering reorganization of the executive 
department of the Missouri State government, 
the Constitutional Convention has before it & 
matter of high importance to the State's progress. 

The eonvention's committee dealing with the 
executive department has taken the enlightened 
view that governmental efficiency will be gained 
by reducing the number of elective State officials 
and placing more authority in the Governor. 
What the committee proposes is creation of a 
limited cabinet form, with the Governor appoint- 
ing such officials as Attorney General, Secretary 
of State and Treasurer, just as the President of 
the United States appoints department heads.

Now that the convention hag done so sound a 
job in adopting corrective measures for the ju- 
diciary, it is to be hoped that it will stick to the 
path of progress.

What's a flag? What's the love of coun- 
try for which it stands? 


Maybe it begins with love of the land it- 
self, It is the fog rolling in with the tide 
at Eastport, or through the Golden Gate 
and among the towers of San Francisco. 
It is the sun coming up behind the White 
Mountains, over the Green, throwing a 
shining glory on Lake Champlain and 
above the Adirondacks. 


It is the storied Mississippi rolling swift 
and muddy past St. Louis, rolling past 
Cairo, pouring down past the levees of 
New Orleans, 


It is lazy noontide in the pines of Caro- 
lina, it is a sea of wheat rippling in West- 
ern Kansas, it is the San Francisco peaks 
far north across the glowing nakedness of 
Arizona, it is the Grand Canyon and a lit- 
tle stream coming down out of a New 
England ridge, in which are trout. 


Fishermen and Farmers 


It is men at work. It is the storm-tossed 
fishermen coming into Gloucester and 
Providence and Astoria. It is the farmer 
riding his great machine in the dust of 
harvest, the dairyman going to the barn 
before sunrise, the lineman mending the 
broken wire, the miner drilling for the 
blast. 


It is the servants of fire in the murky 
splendor of Pittsburgh, between the Alle- 
gheny and the Monongahela, ‘the trucks 
rumbling through the night, the locomotive 
engineer bringing the train in on time, the 
pilot in the clouds, the riveter running 
along the beam a hundred feet in air. 


It is the clerk in the office, the house- 
wife doing the dishes and sending the chil- 
dren off to school. It is the teacher, doc- 
tor and parson tending and helping, body 
and soul, for small reward, 


It is small things remembered, the little 
corners of the land, the houses, the people 
that each one loves. 


We love our country because there was 
a little tree on a hill, and grass thereon, 
and a sweet valley below; because the 
hurdy-gurdy man came along on a sunny 
morning in a city street; because a beach 
or a farm or a lane or a house that might 


not seem much to others was once, for 


each of us, made magic. 


It is voices that are remembered only, 
no longer heard, It is parents, friends, the 
lazy chat of street and store and office, 
and the ease of mind that makes life tran- 
quil, It is summer and winter, rain and 
sun and storm.

It is stories told. It is the Pilgrims dy- 
ing in their first dreadful winter.

Good Book by a Nature Writer 
About Animals of the Smokies 


“Smoky Ridge,” by “Fredric Doyle. Lithographs by 
Theresa Kalab, (Longmans, Green & Co., New 
York.) 


Told in rich prose, these poetic story- 
dramas of the smal! animals, birds and in- 
sects of Smoky Ridge, in the ancient Great 
Smokies, bid fair to place Fredric Doyle 
among the contemporary masters of na- 
ture writing in America, Especially appar- 
ent is his kinship to Alan Devoe, philos- 
opher-naturalist and styHst, and to Donald 
Culross Peattie, outstanding nature inter- 
preter and historian. 

Yet Mr. Doyle has his own special point 
of view on nature, a realistic one clothed 
in romantic prose, and he has a unique 
method of dramatizing hig observations. 
Each story-drama builds up to a sudden 
sharp ending. 


A realistic, sympathetic observer, the au- 
thor creates the age-old drama of these 
brief lives from their beginnings to the in- 
evitable battle for subsistence and exist- 
ence, None is pleasant comedy; most of 
them are sheer tragedy. Since the law of 
the jungle is eat or be eaten, this unending 
struggle for power is relieved only by mo- 
ments of play in infancy, and made endur- 
able by the devotion of the mothers—rarely 
of the fathers. 

Here are the life ‘cycles of the mink, 
whose chief antagonist is his own kind; 
the hawk, beautiful and ruthless; the 
skunk, whose notorious weapon of defense 
is never used against his own species; the 
beaver, construction engineer among ani- 
mals, forever being hunted down for his 
fur; the black bear, whose twin enemies 
are man and the steel trap; the red bat, 
who loses its young to the preying screech 
owl; the fox and its race against death; 
the raccoon, driven forth by the encroach- 
ments of tractor and circle-saw to seek 
new refuges; the spider, whose silk fac- 
tory spins her hunting net and lasso; last- 
ly Felis, the long-haired cat, who encoun- 
ters chipmunk, Airedale and a fatal trap 
not laid for him,

Mr. Doyle brings the poet's senses and 
gift of imagery to his writing. He indulges 
in no homiletics, but he lapses too frequent- 
ly into personification of creatures, and an 
unscientific, unwarranted identification of 
their reasoning and emotions with those of 
man. 

Theresa Kalab’s illustrations exhibit care- 
ful craftsmanship and accurate drawing, 
but fail imaginatively to capture the mys- 
tery and savagery of the world of nature. 

An elementary school principal in Penn- 
sylvania, Frederic Doyle is an inspector on 
landing ships for tanks, and has had wide 
experience as a worker in coal mines, on 
forest, timber and construction jobs, with 
surveying crews and in machine shops.

E CAN measure the importance of the political arrangements 
in the great battle for Europe when we see that the President 
invited the Prime Minister of Poland to be in Washington this 


week and has asked Gen. De Gaulle to come in the next few weeks. 


Agreements both with Poland 
and with France are of pressing 
importance. Sumner Welles, with 
whom I have been having a 
friendly argument, has been tak- 

the opposite view—namély, 
hat a political agreement with 
France can be postponed until the 
war is over, or as he puts it “until 
the French people have had the 
opportunity of freely selecting 
their government.” But it is de- 
monstrable that the war cannot 
be concluded successfully without 
the full participation of the 
French and Polish governments, 
and the invitations to Mr. Miko- 
lajczyk and to Gen. De Gaulle are 
a recognition of this fact. 


Undecided Armistice Terms. 


For the three great powers in 
the European theater have been 
unable as yet to agree on the basic 
terms of the armistice which they 
mean to impose on Germany. 
When Mr. Welles himself raises 
his voice against the idea of the 
great powers attempting “to dic- 
state the destinies of the world,” 
the truth is that in so far as they 
have been attempting to do this 
they have not been succeeding. It 
is misleading to suggest that 
London, Moscow and Washington 
have been dictating the future of 
Europe; the reality of the matter 
is that, far from dictating, they 
have been stalled and have as yet 
made none of the vital and neces- 
sary decisions, and are thus in 
grave danger of arriving at the 
end of the German war as politi- 
cally unprepared as they were for 
the downfall of Mussolini, 

The reason they have been 
stalled is that no vital European 
question can be decided without 
France and without Poland, and 


the absence of these two countries | 


from our councils has made all 
the great European questions in- 
soluble. Mr. Welles’ view that 
France and Poland could be “rep- 
resented” in their absence by oth- 
er European countries, and by 
Latin American countries, arises, 


I submit, from a failure to appre- | 


ciate correctly the concrete issues. 


The Boundary Question. 


As the Soviet armies move 
through Poland into Germany two 
things need to be clearly agreed 
upon. One is the line which se 
arates the territory administered 
by the Soviets from the territory 
administered by the Polish Gov- 
ernment. This is the Soviet-Polish 
boundary question, and if it can- 


does not have a clear idea of the 
territory it is to administer, of the 
population it must govern, of the 
resources it controls. Without a 
Polish Government clearly estab- 
lished on Polish territory, the So- 
viet armies occupying Germany 
will have their lines of communi- 
mation running through a political 
No Man’s Land. They will be occu- 
pying “Germany” not knowing 
where Germany ends and Poland 
begins. 


These are not imaginary prob- 
lems, but the very substance of the 
essential problems which must be 
solved in order to conclude the 
war. They are insoluble without a 
Polish Government which is in full 
agreement with the Soviet Govern- 
ment. 


Solutions Must Be Found. 


The President must realize this 
or he would not have invited the 
Polish Prime Minister to Wash- 
ington just when we. entered 
France and just before the Soviets 
launch their offensive through 
Poland. With inexorable logic, it 
follows that he cannot impose an 
effective armistice on Germany 
from the West if there is no agree- 
ment with a French Government 
on the terms of this armistice and 
on the means of enforcing it. 


Merely to occupy Western and 
Southern Germany the British and 
American armies must have lines 
of communication which run 
through France, Belgium and The 
Netherlands, as well as through 
North German ports like Hamburg 
and Bremen. Without a French 
Government whose authority is 
recognized throughout French ter- 
ritory, the occupation of Germany 
cannot be carried on. The Italian 
experience has made perfectly 
clear how indispensable to our 
armies is a national government. 
We have not dared to enter Rome 
without some sort of Italian Gov- 
ernment. How then could we en- 
ter Paris without a French Gov- 
ernment? 


French Approval Needed. 


And how could we occupy and 
administer German territory con- 
tiguous to France, and impose a 
regime of disarmament and con- 


trol upon Germany, without hav- 
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not be settled it has to be settled | 


de facto. There is a second line, 
of equal or even of greater impor- 
tance, which has to be drawn. It 
is the line of the Polish-German 
boundary. 


It is impossible to fix the East- 
ern frontier of Germany except 
with the full participation of the 
Polish Government. That line 
should be fixed in the armistice; 
failure to fix it then, leaving such 
vital questions as East Prussia, 
Silesia or the Corridor open, 
would invite endless trouble. For 
no Polish Government can be set 
up successfully in Warsaw if it 


ing made as certain as it is 
humanely possible to make it that 
a French Government approves of 
our decisions and will support 
them? Whatever we chose to be- 
lieve, we have been as yet unable 
to make these decisions. We have 
been unable to make them because 
in the absence of France nothing 
in Western Europe can be decided. 

A United Nations Council, as 
Mr. Welles proposes, to decide 
European questions, in which 
there are vacant chairs for France 
and Poland, would be no council. 
For these two countries are the 
principal neighbors of Germany. 
The German question is the para- 
mount question that the council 
would have to settle, and by dust- 
ing off vacant chairs instead of 
filling them, we should only have 
made a mockery of the most 
serious things.

ORLD affairs press heavily on Cordell Hull, our Secretary of 
State. So many things claim his attention that lesser problems 
must now and then escape his eye.

At the 
risk of dislocating Bolivia's econ- 
omy, which over the years had 
been infiltrated with Germans 
and Japanese, he ordered 81 Axis 
nationals rounded up and they 
were shipped to the United States 
in American military planes. 

That was a serious step. Many 
of these men, particularly Ger- 
mans, had lived in Bolivia for 
years. They regarded themselves 
as Bolivians. They controlled im- 
portant firms, Yet they were 
swept up and hustled off to in- 
ternment camps. 


They Come a Long Way. 


Villaroel sent his Minister of 
Labor, Victor Andrade, to the 
United States to present the case 
for Bolivian recognition. Andrade 
made a deep impression on the 
Government officials and _ the 
labor leaders whom he met here. 
Eloquently, he pleaded that his 
country be allowed to join the 
other democratic nations in her 
struggle for democratic statehood. 

This is a long way for proud 
Latins to go.

TO UIVILIANS FORECAST 


Allotments Will Be Reduced 
in Fall, Head of Butchers’ 
Union Says. 


Supplies of beef for civilians 
will be decreased in the fall be- 
cause of increased demands by 


the armed forces and lend-lease 
coupled with a decrease in ship- 
ments to market, Earl W. Jim- 
erson, president of the AFL Amal- 
gamated Meat Cutters and Butcher 
Workmen of North America, said 
today, 

Jimerson said feed and feeder 
cattle are priced too high to en- 
courage cattle raisers to expand 
their stock. He said there would 
not be a “real meat shortage” next 
fall, but that the supply would be 
considerably less than at present. 

Here for the convention this 
week of his union at Hotel Jeffer- 
son, Jimerson asserted that work- 
ing people should have enough 
money in their pay envelopes to 
afford the best cuts of beef. 


At the same time, he continued, 
the Government should control 
prices in a way that would give 
both the packer and the retailer 
a modest profit while keeping the 
levels low enough to assure equal 
distribution of the limited civilian 
supply. He observed that hereto- 
fore price levels often deprived 
i people of adequate meat 

ets, 


Jimerson said he approved of a 
return of tighter meat rationing 
as it becomes necessary in the in- 
terest of the war effort. 


John A. Kotal, secretary of the 
National Association 
Meat Dealers, said to the conven- 
tion delegates yesterday that the 
Office of Price Administration 
had thrown the meat industry 
into “hopeless confusion.”

LOODLIGHT baseball games 
are going big in New Guinea, 
where our soldiers have or- 
ganized a “Jungle League,” ac- 
cording to Sgt. W. H. Izzy 
Smith in a letter to P, Gold- 
smith Sons, a Cincinnati sport- 
ing goods firm by whom he for- 
merly was employed. 

“We built a field about a 


| month ago,” Sgt. Smith writes, 


“and were playing on it in four 
days and now it is as good as 
any skin diamond we have 
back home. We don’t have grass 
at all because if you gave it a 
start it would be over your head 


| in a few days in this climate.” 


Games were scheduled every 
afternoon, according to Smith, 
but it was found impossible to 
work all the games in so they 
decided to light the field for 
playing at night. 

“To get the right lighting ef- 
fect,” Smith comments, “re- 
quires poles 50 feet high so we 
cut 12 coconut trees and placed 
them around the field. Re- 
flectors were built on boards 20 
by 20 feet and were painted 
white. Twelve searchlights of 
800,000,000 candlepower each 
were then placed about 12 feet 


from the bottom of the poles | 


and focused on the reflectors at 
the top... . Four floodlights of 
750 watts each were placed 
around home plate to eliminate 
possible shadows.

NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

IMAGINE that everyone, day 
| by day, is reading the papers 

and trying to visualize what our 
men in every branch of the serv- 
ices are going through in Europe. 
Ernie Pyle’s column yesterday 
gave me as realistic a picture as 
anything I have read. Somietimes 
I have thought it would be harder 
to be a paratrooper, landing 
heaven knows where, each man 
trying to find his buddies, but 
knowing that at once he must be 
a small army in. himself-——pre- 
pared to take on the enemy single 
handed. But when I read that 
description of landing on the 
beach, I realized that when all is 
said and done, the brunt of the 
war is carried by the infantry. It 
is the least picturesque of the 
services, perhaps, because it 
is the oldest. The air force is 
glamorous and dangerous enough, 
heaven knows, and all of its work 
is needed in preparation both be- 
fore and during an attack, but 
final victory is won by the infan- 
try and final occupation of a 
country must be made by the in- 
fantry. 

To bring this home to us, we 
are asked to celebrate “Infantry 
day” on June 15. This day will 
be the 169th anniversary of the 
selection of Gen. George Washing- 
ton as commander in chief of our 
revolutionary army, which, by the 
way, was composed almost entire- 
ly of infantry units. How different 
the fighting was in those days! 


It is hard to realize that in 1775 the 
rifleman was not looked upon as 
a very serious factor in waging 
war. Benjamin Franklin, progres- 
sive as he was for his day, in- 
sisted that a good man with a 
bow and arrow was a more use- 
ful fighter! 

So, from the days of our bow 
and arrow on, way back in the 
history of every country of the 
world, there have been infantry- 
men who have fought in all wars 
whether they were Egyptians, 
Chinese, Greeks or Romans—and 
they carried every variety of 
weapon. In the old days it was 
fierce hand-to-hand fighting, as it 
is occasionally today, but for the 
most part the introduction of fire- 
arms has changed the character 
of the infantryman’s war. 

So let us join as a nation in 
celebrating “Infantry day” by buy- 
ing a bond for some particular in- 
fantryman, even if our own per- 
sonal interest happens to be in 
someone who is in some other 
branch of the services.

RAISES go this week to the Victor people for their new 
album, “Fats Waller Favorites,” a memorial book in honor 
of the late Thomas “Fats” Waller, who died suddenly of 
pneumonia last December. Since Waler’s death, his record- 
ings have become collector's items, The new album, a fine 
tribute to a fine musician whose carefree style of entertain- 
ing made him great, has eight records, all but one famous Wal- 
ler classics. The new one is a hitherto unprinted piano solo 
on Waller’s own “Honeysuckle Rose,” in which Waller impro- 
vises “a la Bach, Beethoven, Brahms, Waller.” The other piano 
solo is Waller's “Ain’t Misbehavin’,” and familiar Waller vocals 
included are “Your Feet’s Too Big,” “The Joint Is Jumpin’,” 
“Hold Tight” and “Two Sleepy People.” In “I Can’t Give You 
Anything But Love, Baby,” “Fats” sings a duet with Una Mae 
Carlisle. Completing the album is “The Minor Drag,” an early 
recording by Waller's first band called “Fats Waller and His 
Buddies.”

WHEN GINNY ian ed “Amor” in the movie “Broad- 
way Rhythm”, it sounded like just another song. However, 
the public liked its Latin American flavor and now “Amor” 
has Hit Parade listing and record companies are putting 
their stars to work on it.

Doctor on 
Causes of 
Palpitation

Qin: of my difficulties is to 
find dn medical literature the 
kind of report in which some 
doctor has selected a single symp- 
tom and studied a series of 
patients who have had that symp- 
tom to find out the proportionate 
frequency of causes behind it. For 
instance, here is a patient with 
jaundice. We know jaundice can 
be caused by gallstones or liver 
disease or blood destruction or by 
infection of the bile ducts, Now 
the question is—taking a thou- 
sand successive patients with 
jaundice how many of them have 
gallstones, how many liver dis- 
ease, etc,” 

You would think this is all in 
the textbooks of medicine, but it 
isn’t. Somebody writes me—“I 
have palpitation of the heart. 
What is the cause of this?” I can 
answer in a general way from my 
experience. But would like to 
be exact so I Jook it up in a text- 
book of medicine, There, by con- 
sulting the index under palpita- 
tion, I am referred to the article 
on goiter, and I find that palpita- 
tion is listed as one of the symp- 
toms. Also in the article on high 
blood pressure it is listed as one 
of the symptoms. Also in the ar- 
ticle of neurasthenia. But that 
does not tell me what I want to 
know, and it is not what my cor- 
respondent wants to know. 

My correspondent wants to 
know — “What are the chances 
that my palpitation of the heart 
is something serious and what 
are the chances that it doesn't 
amount to anything? And what 
are those chances put down in 
cold statistical figures not based 
on guesswork?” And the answer 
to that is what I do not find in 
the medical textbooks and which 
I find very scarce in medical lit- 
erature. 

* * * 

BUT THE OTHER DAY I! 
found one such report on this 
very subject of palpitation of the 
heart. I wrote on the subject in 
answer to a query recently, but I 
was not satisfied with the answer 
and by instituting a search in the 
medical literature I ran across two 
reports that give us exact in- 
formation on the relative frequen- 
cy of the causes of palpitation, 
One is from the Nationa! Hospital 
for Diseases of the Heart in Lon- 
don. Another is from an Ameri- 
can hospital. e 

The first impression these stud- 
jes make on one is that palpita- 
tion is not due to heart trouble 
but to stomach trouble. Those 
with organic heart disease were 
remarkably free of any sensation 
er consciousness of the heart at 
all. And palpitation is nothing 
but consciousness of the heart, 

But 45 per cent of all who suf- 
fered from palpitation had dys- 
pepsia, some form of gas on the 
stomach or bowel, or other trou- 
ble with digestion.

ASIDE FROM THIS group, the 
largest group was of goiter or 
thyroid trouble, One of the most 
frequent signs of thyroid gland 
disturbance is rapid and strong 
heart beats so the association of 
that with palpitation is natural, 
High blood pressure was found 
present in about 15 per cent of 
the patients who complained of 
palpitation (but over 99% of pa- 
tients with high blood pressure 
are not conscious of the heart’s 
action at all). A peculiar condi- 
tion in which the heart has spells 
of racing called paroxysmal 
tachycardia is behind another 
10% of cases of palpitation. 

The functional causes of palpi- 
tation were put down as—indiges- 
tion, overweight, debility in con- 
valescence from some prolonged 
illness, the menopause, anxiety 
and fatigue. 

The old French doctor, Potain, 
who is best known for a blood 
pressure apparatus he invented 
had an aphorism which seemg to 
fit the case pretty well. 

“When a patient complains of 
feeling his heart beat, examine 
hig stomach.”

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Lucas Letters Reveal Early History 
Rich Record of Old St. Louis Found in Conn of French Settler

ECAUSE he learned to speak 

and write English only after 

coming to America in 1784, 
and never quite trusted himself 
in the language of his adopted 
country, Jean Baptiste. Charles 
Lucas, pioneer St. Louisan, left 
one of the richest records of the 
new country and its people, Me- 
ticulous of habit and speech, he 
carefully filed away copies of all 
his correspondence in English, as 
well as many in French, when he 
sent out the originals. Many of 
his letters were displayed recently 
for the first time at Maryville 
College in connection with the 
meeting of the Historical Associa- 
tion of Greater St. Louis, They 
are the property of one of his de- 
scendants, Morton J. Lucas, 12 
Lenox Place, and have been trans- 
lated and catalogued by Mother 
Louise Callan, professor of Amer- 
ican History at Maryville, 


The collection, over 600 letters, 
includes correspondence Lucas 
had with Albert Gallatin, Secre- 
tary of the Treasury under Jef- 
ferson, William Clark, of the 
Lewis and Clark Expedition, John 
Quincy Adams, John Jacob Astor, 
William Henry Harrison, and 
many other notables of the period, 
The letters are dated from 1793- 
1842, and are in addition to the 
letters which his grandson, J. B. 
©, Lucas II, had privately printed 
in 1905, which date from 1816 to 
1836, 

Born in a little village in Nor- 
mandie, in 1758, J, B. C. Lucas was 
educated in law to succeed his 
father in the office of procureur 
du roi (king's prosecuting attor- 
ney), As a student in Paris, he be- 
came the friend of a Frenchman 
who knew Benjamin Franklin, 
and was inspired with the ambi- 
tion to test his fortunes in the new 
land. So Lucas disappointed his 
father, turned his back on his in- 
heritance, and became a farmer 
outside Pittsgurgh, Pa., on the 
Monongahela River. When he had 
become established, he sent for his 
wife, and they began life together 
in America.

T was not long, however, before 

the man’s ambition and ability 

drove him to attempt something 
more than tilling his Pennslyvnia 
farm. He was to be elected to the 
Pennsylvania Legislature, and aub- 
sequently to Congress. But before 
this, in 1793, Lucas decided to ex- 
plore the West, taking with him 
certain merchandise to trade. He 
came to St, Louls by river, through 
Cincinnati and Louisville, visiting 
Kaskaskia, Ste. Genevieve and 
Prairie du Rocher. He describes 
the country. for a friend in 
France: 

“Upper Louisiana is a very beau- 
tiful country, extremely fertile in 
all kinds of grain and fruit, such 
as wheat, barley, rye, oats, corn, 
apples, pears, peaches, apricots 
and nectarines, Melons and vege- 
tables of all kinds abound there 
and grow perfectly with very little 
cultivation. That section is much 
healthier than Lower Louisiana 
and resembles closely in cHmate 
and products and methods of farm- 
ing what we have in Normandy 
and other sections of the north of 
France, and also and especially as 
regards the people themselves... 
There are in Upper Louisiana five 
or six towns established principal- 
ly by French people or those of 
French descent. In the last six or 
eight years many people have 
come from France to Louisiana 
and have received free concessions 
of land from the King of Spain at 
some distance inland from the 
Mississippi ... How many people 
vegetating in Normandy in indi- 
gence, a burden to their families 
and to society, might enrich them- 
selves in that section of the coun- 
try! Traders, weavers, carpenters, 
farm hands, laborers, cart-drivers, 
are the types of people who would 
fit very well into conditions in that 
part of the world.” 


Included in the negotiable mer- 
chandise which Lucas brought to 
the West was whisky. He speaks 
in a letter to his “bonne petite 
femme” (good little wife) of sell- 
ing “the whisky at six francs a 
gallon and still have on hand one 
barrel for which I am sure to get 
two piastres a gallon. The best 
article of trade one can bring to 
Missouri is whisky and the best 
time .to come is autumn.” 

In 1808, Lucas was a member of 
Congress from Western Pennsyl- 
vania, and the purchase of Louisi- 
ana was completed, Gallatin, with 
whom he had made friends in 
Paris, was successful in getting 
President Jefferson to appoint 
Lucas commissioner of land claims 
and judge of the _ Territorial 
Court. 

So Lucas came to St. Louis with 
his family. It was a frontier town, 
with about 200 houses. There was 
already a considerable group of 
sturdy French families who had 
put the stamp of their native land 
on the little Mississippi town. 
Lucas’ own children were half- 
grown at the time and found their 
new home quite congenial. He had 
six sons and one daughter; Rob- 
ert, who had just been appointed 
to West Point; Charles, who was 
studying law; Adrian, William, 
James, Victor and Nancy. Lucas 
soon made a substantial place for
